In the past year there have been several requests for permission to install privies, 
chemical toilets or holding tanks. It should be emphasized that the Conservation 
District On-Site Sewage Program does not permit any of these modalities for home 
use. In the recent past some exceptions have been made; those are no longer permit- 
ted. 

The only exception to this rule is that a properly installed privy may be permitted 
at hunting camps or temporary campgrounds provided their use will be confined to a 
two week period annually. | 

All applications for building a home in Goshen must be accompanied by an accep- 
table sewage disposal permit. Before building can be started the sewage disposal plan 
must have been approved.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1982-83 


Through the work of Town Officials and the general fine cooperation of the tax- 
payers, Goshen has been successfully reappraised by an independent expert, Steve 
Wright of Pittsford. 

In January of 1983, The Goshen Municipal Forest Trust awarded a logging con- 
tract to the A.J. Johnson Company of Bristol, Vt. The selectmen are now working 
with the professional trustees to develop a long term management plan for the forest. 
A survey of the Brandon-Goshen Town/County line in the area of the forest is now 
in progress and it has been agreed with the selectmen of Brandon that unless there is 
a major discrepancy in the line, it will be recognized as the official Town/County 
line. The town was fortunate to receive another parcel of 10 acres from William Eck 
to add to the Municipal Forest. 

With the permission of the Selectmen, a nursery school has been started in the 
Town Hall by Mrs. James George for the benefit of the preschool children of the 
area. The necessary insurance has bee obtained and the building meets State Safety 
Standards. 

Presently the Selectmen are keeping abreast of the proposed Solid Waste Disposal 
Center for this area sponsored by Vicon. The Brandon Selectmen have met with 
Vicon officials and we will try to insure that Goshen is not cut off from an acceptable 
garbage disposal alternative. 

The road-side mowing project did not work out to our satisfaction and it has 
become apparent that different arrangements will neéd to be made for the future. 

The Town’s loader engine was completely overhauled through the efforts of Eric 
Beckwith, George Walsh and Doug Graham. It is still an old machine but it may give 
another year or two of service. 

The Selectmen face another year with a major problem of delinquent taxes. This 
problem forces the Selectmen into the position of borrowing money at the current 
high rates, hurting all the taxpayers. The Selectmen feel strongly that this is unfair 
and are considering means of dealing with the situation. 

The Selectmen were saddened by the loss of their District Representative, Maurice 
‘*Red’’ Arnold. He was very sensitive to the Town’s problems and did his utmost to 
provide the Selectmen up-to-date information on pending legislation affecting the 
town. He also did much research and proposed bills for us. He will be very hard to 
replace. 

The Board wishes to get input on the landfill situation as of 1985. There have been 
a few options proposed. One is through VICON, another a town landfill.

To see if the taxpayers of the Town will vote to substitute the following for the 
Solar Energy Exemption voted in 1977: 

A Passive Solar System is based on the use of Conductive, Convective, or Ra- 
diant energy transfer. To qualify, a passive solar system used to heat the home 
must contain all of the following: 

1) A Solar Collection Area — A large area of transparent or translucent 
materials, such as glass, positioned so that the rays of the sun directly strike an 
absorber, or solar panels. 

2) An absorber — A surface such as a floor, or solar panel, that is exposed .to 
the rays of the sun. The absorber changes solar radiation into heat, then 
transfers to a storage mass. 

3) Storage Mass-Material, such as masonry or water storage tanks that receive 
and hold heat from the absorber, and later releases the heat to the inside of the 
home. Also, the storage mass must be located so that stored heat is distributed 
directly to the living areas of the home through a heat distribution method. 

4) A Heat Distribution Method — A system that releases radiant or convective 
heating from the storage mass to the living areas of the home, such as heat 
transfer and circulating pumps, etc. 

5) A heat Regulation Device — A shading or venting mechanism, such as awn- 
ings or insulated drapes, to control the amount of solar heat admitted through 
the solar collection areas, and night-time insulation or its equivalent to control 
the amount of heat permitted to escape from the inside of the home. 
Exemption: If structure adds to living space or is not full-time heating facility 
only 50% will be tax exempt.
